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EX-KING CONSTANTINE. 

The spirit of this informing book may 
be judged from the dedication :—“To the 
memory of my brother Paul, and of the 
brave men who gave lives in the 
struggle to win back the honour of their 
country, 1 dedicate these pages.” Major 
Mélas served ex-King Constantine as 
Secretary till about the end of December, 
1915, and then. felt himself unable any 
longer to continue in this service. He 
writes an able account of the attitude of 
Greece, and tells us much about the share 
taken by M. Venizelos in shaping events. 
He draws a faithful likeness of the 
monarch whom he had served, pointing out 
inter, alia that the ex-King never could 


keep a secret. He distrusted explicitly old 


advisers and trusted, implicitly new ad- 
visers. At the same time the author 
admits that Constantine was always able 
to recognise a man when he met one. For 
example, he quite recognised the tness 
of General Pau. The General referred in 
the course of conversation to the German 
Army, and, like a true soldier, did not 
underestimate the capabilities of his ad- 
versary. “They are very fine troops that 
we have to contend with,’’ he held. The 
King was delighted. He repeated what 
General Pau said again and again, 
with some highly eulogistie references to 
the General himself. That man is a real 


soldier, he remarked to Major Mélas,. 
vas genui to meet him.

the Dardanelles, but by way of Sofia. This | 


was also the view of the Greek Staff Con- 
ference which its members and the King 
held in February, 1915. There is an 
account of an interview between the King 
and Lord Kitchener, Constantine was 
impressed by him, and summed him up as 
“a very straight man.” It appears here 
and in the official biography that Lord 
Kitchener disapproved of the Salonica ex- 
pedition, holding that it was useless or, at 
all events, too late. Referring to the 
operations on the Western front, he said 
that he merely regarded what the British 
Army was then doing as large scale man- 
wuvres for training purposes. The Army 
was then in process of formation, and it 
would, he said—in November, 1915— 
take a good three years to make it a match 
for the foes with whom it had to contend. 
With a laugh, Lord Kitchener asked the 
King whether he thought three years was a

Even the most sophisticated must 
} cherish memories of the departed days of 
childhood, when the world of make- 
believe was at least as real as the con- 
crete world about us. e doors were 
opened to us by those gifted authors who 
have taken countless thousands of child- 
ren through the magic portals, into the 
land where dwell for all. time the dear 
people whom we loved and the fearsome 
characters whom we dreaded, since those 
sensations were possible to us. Prince 
and Princess, witch and ogfe, good fairies 
and bad fairies—what do-we not owe to 
those who made them live and move for 
our benefit? Foremost among the 
names which "are household words in every 
real home stand those of the Brothers 
Grimm. It has been left to the genius 
of Mr. Arthur Rackham to provide us 
with illustrations worthy of the sübjects. 
No more delightful appeal has been made 
to the imagination of the oldest as well 
as the youngest of us than by his portrayal 
of ese time-honoured characters.
